To explain the diagram: '01 is the "parent tube", '01A is 
first generation "child". ‘26 is 1.5 volt child of '01A. 
'30 is a 2 volt filament child of the '01A, '31 being a 
child of the '30. Next, the octal based 1H4G and 1G4G 
are children of the '30, one with simply a base change, 
one with a filament and base change. 


Medium-mu "AC" type triode 


'27-->'56 
-->'37 (6v. htr)-->'76-->6C5 (octal)-->635 (octal) -->6C4 
(miniature) 


To explain this diagram: '27 is "parent" again, with a '56 
permutation. 

Children in turn are: '37 with 6v. heater, '76 (ditto) then the 
octal based 

6C5 and 635 ending with the miniature 6C4. Except for basing and 
heater voltages, all are practically identical and in many cases 
can 

be interchanged with an adapter or new socket. 


I have decided that I'll go thru the "two digit" tubes first and 
then 

others. One "family" that is quite large and extensive is that 
of the 

6L6! I will try to stick with tubes that can be interchanged in 
many 

instances, as there was a lot of "repackaging" done as the heater 
standard went from 2.5 volts to 6.3 volts, and when the octal 
tube base came into vogue. 


I will make it a text file and just e-mail it to whoever wants it 
instead of posting it on the reflectors. I have no web site 

at present, as I am ignorant of the "language" used in 

setting one up! Bill Gates' buggy Windows 98 keeps me 

busywith its cantakerous sensitivity! Not to mention the 
absolute mess called Outlook Express! It seems to 


crash at the least whim in the middle of a document 
you are composing! I'm getting too old to keep up 
with the fickle computer industry. I was, a few 
years back, even learning assembly language for 

the Zilog Z-80A, and was starting to write machine 
code programs when it suddenly became obsolete! 
It's too much trouble to learn new hardware and 

new software...ever more complicated..just to have 
the knowledge become useless in a year or two!

Hi David; 


I have a Halli PM-23 (on an SX-11) that I cross-braced with 

cardboard tubing from giftwrap paper rolls. I used a "Snap Saw" from 
a hobby shop to cut the tubing. I put 4"X4" corrugated cardboard 
squares under the ends as dampers and this did a fine job of 
eliminating the "drummy" sound of the metal cabinet, plus it is 
non-intrusive and reversable. Using contact cement to glue heavy 
felt pads to the inside, as National did in their earlier speakers, 
would be the best way to go, but would irreversably alter an original 
item. Hope this helps.

I have one which I brought back from the dead, and it is well worth 
the effort. You will need the manuals however. 


Interesting problems in mine were all power supply related. Some of 
the filter caps were open, so the DC output was mostly rectified AC. 
The right size caps are unobtainable, even from Tek, so I had to 
improvise. The pass transistors on the heat sink had several cold 
solder joints where the pins attach to the PCB. After two or three 
breakdowns, I resoldered all the pins. Works great. The power 
supply comes out as a module, but there are a bunch of plug-in cables 
which require care to get back in the right connector. 


Scopes can be easy to £1x since they respond down to DC. A voltmeter 
will work for most debug.
